AllowabiB Subject Matter 

Claims 52-58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination 
of all the claimed features as presented, for example, in independent claim 52, which 
include an optical system having at least three curved reflecting surfaces, at least one 
curved reflecting surface of the at least three curved reflecting surfaces having a shape 
of rotational asymmetry, where an object ray reflected from at least one curved 
reflecting surface of the at least three curved reflecting surfaces temporarily forms a real 
image of the object in an optical path of the optical system, and a pupil ray reflected

from at least one curved reflecting surface of the at least three curved reflecting 
surfaces forms a real image of a pupil in an optical path of the optical system.
